caller identified LaPlaca as the man who 
possessed the .30 caliber rifle used to kiO 
George. Jayne on Oct. 28, last year. 


The murder weapon was not found, but 


three unregistered band guns were and 
LaPlaca was charged with unlawful pos- 
session of firearms. That case is now 
pending before the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court. 


S&muel Skinner, U.S. attorney, also 


said none of the 18 weapons found in 
Jayne's home and barn could be identi- 
fied as the murder weapon. 


Federal agents based their charge 


against LaPlaca on the three handguns 
found by Palatine police, not the 18 guns 
at Silas' home. He is subject to six years 
in prison. Silas, who poaseascd more 
weapons, could be sentenced up to 36 
years hi prison if convicted. It is a feder- 
al offense for a convicted felon to possess 
guns. 


BOTH SILAS and LaPlaca posted bond 


upon arrest which restricted their travel 
to northern Illinois. Friday, Commission- 
er Baiog granted a request to allow La- 
Placa and Jayne to travel freely in the 
continental United States, providing they 
submit a detailed itinerary of their travel 
*» the U.S. attorney before leaving Illi- 
nois. 


Jayne said he needed the leniency for 


business reasons. He sells and buys hunt- 
er and jumper horses throughout the 
country. 


George Jayne, also a prominent horse- 


man who was known throughout the UJS. 
and Canada, odce accused Silas of con- 
spiring to murder him when he barely 
escaped death in a 1965 car bombing in 
Palatine. 


The bomb exploded and killed Miss 


Cherie Rude who started the car, instead 
of George, her employer. Silas was 
cleared of murder charges after « key 
witness changed his testimony 


And in 1969, Silas shot and killed a for- 


mer employe of George's and ex-convict 
who Silas said tried to kill him at his 
Elgin estate. 


George's thus far-unsolved murder 


ended a feud with Silas which made 
headlines for more than a decade.

Indoor Tennis Site May Move 


The location of atproposed indoor rac- 


quet club will be moved from Prospect 
Heights to a site south of Mount Prospect 
if an agreement is not reached today be- 
tween the dub's developers and the Riv- 
er Trails Park District board. 


The developers, the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, signed a tentative 
contract with Kenroy Inc. several 
months ago to buy 3.3 acres in Prospect 
Heights for the racquet dub. The 3.3 
acres is a portion of the 19«acre Rob Roy 
Driving Range on Euclid Avenue. 


Harry Young, an attorney end member 


of the partnership, said the contract with 
Kenroy will not become final unless an 
agreement is reached first with the Riv- 
er Trails, park commissioners. This 
agreement •involves a payment to the 
park district by the partnership for hook- 


ing the dub's faculties into park district 
water and sewer lines. Young said the 
payment also may be used by the district 
for traffic control purposes along Euclid 
Avenue. 


"If an agreement is not reached today 


with the park district, we have no other 
alternative but to drop our plans to con- 
struct a club on the Rob Roy Driving 
Range," said Young. 


A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed dub is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Linaeman roads, 
south of Mount Prospect. Last week a 
bearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezooe the land 
so the dub could be built. The zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
Ooonty Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of tin racquet club be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 
ule. We would like to open the dub Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility win «x courts, 
a sauna, both whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, a lounge, locker rooms 
and a pro shop. 


Young began negotiating with the park 


board at the end of last year. He ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3 3 acres 
considered for the racquet club 


The park district made its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of hearings be- 
fore the Village of Mount Prospect. The 
hearings were hdd to review Kenroy's 
request to have the land annexed to the 
village and rezoned for <a $27 million 
planned development. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


nied Kenroy's request after reviewing 
objections from residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
ride Link. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preserve open land in the community. 
Voters backed their proposal in Decem- 
ber by authorizing the sale of $750,000 in 
bonds for the purchase. 
> 


Less than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


The park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis dub site from 


the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests were presented to Young during 
an executive session of the park board 
one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are willing to 
pay for what we feel is our fair share, 
but not all of it." 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober Bjor- 
vik, Wednesday and he made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took Us suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday he has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today. 


"If their financial request is not In the 


range set by my partners, we will have 
to drop our plans for the Rob Roy site," 
said Young.

Thta cohmn has teamed, for instance, 


of an underground organization of the 
Army's officers who are striving to cor- 
rect what they Cham are badly needed 
reforms of the organization's rigid struc- 
ture. 


Mrs. (Captain) Roscoe Mines of Hunt- 


ington, West Virginia, a veteran of 20 
years Army service, is the secretary of 
Concerned Officers Fellowship (COF) 
which has quietly been incorporated in 
Atlanta. 


"My parents had ten children, eight of 


whom became Salvation Army officers," 
noted Mrs. Hines, whose husband was 
also a captain. "But we were 'farewelted' 
— that means fired — on charges that 
we bought a Pontiac Catalina. It's all 
right for divisional commanders to have 
such a oar, but not for captains." 


"Nepotism and overorganization are 


rampant in the Army," charges Mrs. 
Hines, "We do not disclose either the 
names of our other COF officers or the 
membership list — which numbers in 
three digits (out of 3,889 officers in the 
U.S.) — because they could suffer severe 
retaliation." 


Mrs. Mines' contention seems substan- 


tial in view of the following news re- 
ports. 


IN PARIS: The Salvation Army's na- 


tional commander (Commissioner) Gil- 
bert Abadie transferred six young offi- 
cers out of the country because htey pub- 
licly protested his disrupting a perform- 
ance of the musical "Hair" - by de- 
nouncing the cast with a bullhorn. (Re- 
plied Abadie: "We are an army, not a 
democracy. We believe in discipline and 
it is I who give the orders ") 


IN ATLANTA: Mrs (Captain) Billie 


McClure was ousted from the Army to 


which she has belonged for 34 years — 
since 1957 as an officer. She had filed 
charges of financial discrimination 
against women officers, with the U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission (EEOC). After news of this 
broke in the Atlanta Constitution and 
Journal, she was cashiered. She has 
since filed a lawsuit asking for reinstate- 
ment and back pay. Commented the 
EEOC: "The Army's consistent response 
has been the alternative that she accept 
the disparity (in women officer's remu- 
neration) or that she resign.. .The Army 
is simply a paternalistic( organization, 
which is rarely questioned by its mem- 
bers, who accept its rule docilely and are 
expected to do so." 


Mrs. McClure's' resignation was se- 


cured by Col. Ernest Holtz, now second 
in command of. the Western Territory, 
with headquarters in San Francisco. 
"She didn't fit in and didn't handle fi- 
nances very well," explained Cot Holt 
(Mrs. McClure: "The Army refused to 
give me money to pay $2,000 in hospital 
bills for my son who was in an automo- 
bile accident — because at age 18 sup- 
port of children is dropped. The Army 
paid me $130 every two weeks.") 


IN LONDON: Major Fred Brown was 


suspended and deprived of his earned 
pension benefits, his living quarters and 
his furniture (Army-owned). Reason: He 
had published a book entitled "Secular 
Evangelism" — without first submitting 
it to his superiors for their advance in- 
spection. 


Brown's court-martial, as leader of one 


of the Army's most active citadels, Re- 
gent Hall, provoked a storm of protest. A 
petition was signed by thousands. Letters 
were written by leading pastors of other 
denominations. The British periodical 
New Christian called it "Soup, Soap and 
Suppression!" The U.S. weekly Christian 
Century, termed Brown's dismissal "Sal- 
vation by Censorship" and wrote: 


"All efforts to prevent the free flow of 


ideas and opinions are to be resisted as a

Jim: "The false-card play is the play 


of a high card when you can just as well 
play a lower one. Most falsecards are 
useless, but there are occasions when it's 
your only chance " 


Oswald: "There are a few situations 


where a f alsecard can win and can't lose 
for you. We might call those plays auto- 
matic falsecards." 


Jim: "South lets West hold the first 


two spades but has to win the third one. 
He discards a club from dummy and 
East drops a heart. In spite of 27 high- 
card points in the two hands, things don't 
look promising South can count only sev- 
en top-card tricks. He can get 10 «ise by 
playing clubs, provided East holds both 
honors, but South decides to go after dia- 
monds. He leads a diamond toward dum- 
my and finesses the jack. When it holds, 
South is up to eight tricks. He cashes 
dummy's ace of diamonds." 


Oswald: "Here is the spot for the auto- 


matic false-card. If West plays the 10 of 
diamonds, South will make his contract. 
South knows West has the queen. If West 
falsecards with the queen, South will 
have a real problem. He won't know 
whether to play East for both missing 
diamonds or play that the suit will divide 
3-3." 


Jim. "He will probably play out three 


rounds of hearts. West wUl shed a spade 
on that third heart and South will know 
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threat to the proper apprehension of 
truth and an undermining of human dig- 
nity. When a Christian body shares com- 
mon ground with oppressive regimes in 
Russia, Spain and Latin America it is 
time for the alarm to be sounded, and 
the Salvation Army owes an explanation 
to the rest of the Christian commu- 
nity. 


Can you picture a 97.7 per cent voter 


turnout in a state for a presidential elec- 
tion? 


It happened, but not recently and it 


isn't likely to happen again. 


Iowa voters turned out k droves in 


1868 when Ulysses S. Grant was elected 
President, and the 97.7 turnout in that 
state is the record for any state, at least 
since 1824. 


Illinois has the second highest turnout 


mark, a 95.7 per cent recorded in the 
1896 presidential election when William 
McKinley defeated Wflttam Jennings 
Bryan. 


Voter turnout in most states has gone 


downhill since the later years in the 19th 
Century. 


The turnout in Illinois in 1968 when 


Richard Nixon defeated Hubert Humph- 
rey was 69.3 per cent, the lowest it had 
been in the state in 44 years. 


Despite the fact that there seemed to 


be much interest in the Nixon-Humphrey 
race, there was a far better turnout 
when Lyndon Johnson defeated Barry 
GoJdwater hi 1964 (74) and when John F. 
Kennedy defeated Nixon in 1960 (75.7). 


The election facts and figures are in- 


cluded in a report on voting and registra- 
tion patterns prepared by the Democrat- 
ic National Committee late last year. 


THE REPORT shows 47 million Amer- 


icans failed to vote in the 1968 presiden- 
tial election and 67 million stayed away 
from the polls in last November's elec- 
tions. 


The worst turnout by any state in the 


past 146 years was a 6.4 per cent per- 
formance in South Carolina in 1924.

The highest turnout ever recorded in 


a presidential election in Alabama was a 
51.5 per cent in 1968 when George C 
Wallace was a candidate. In 1964, Ala- 
bama had only a 36 per cent turnout and 
the turnout was less than 15 per cent in 
both 1944 and 1948. 


The highest nationwide turnout in the 


U.S. since 1920 came in 1960 when 64 per 
cent of the voters cast ballots for either 
Kennedy or Nixon. The figure dropped to 
61.8 per cent in 1964 and to 60.6 per cent 
in 1968. 


By comparison, the lowest voter turn- 


out in Canada since 1920 was 67.9 per 
cent in 1953 and that's almost 4 per cent 
higher than the best in the U.S. 


Canada's best turnout in the past 50 


years was in 1958 when 80.6 of the voters

Judges Rule 
Abortion Law 
Unconstitutional 


CHICAGO (UPI) - An HUmis law 


which bans abortions during the first 
three months of pregnancy by licensed 
physicians was ruled unconstttnttnnal 
last Friday by a panel of three federal 
Judges. 


The judges voted 2-1 in favor of a suit 


fifed by the American Ovi Liberties 
Union '*frgl«e the Hmoto abortion stat- 
ute was so vague it violates the concepts 
of due process of law aad equal protec- 
tion in (bat it discriminates against the 
poor. 


The suit, naming Bonois Attorney Gen- 


eral waHam J. Scott aad Cook County 
State's Attorney Edward V. Hawaiian as 
defendants, charged that only middle 
class or weH4o-do women have the funds 
to travel to places where abortion to le- 
gal. 


THE PANEL'S majority opinion was 


written by U.S. District Court Judge Ed- 
win A. Robson and U.S. Appeals Court 
Judge Luther M. Swygert 


"We do not believe the state has such a 


compeffiag interest m pteseiving aH fet- 
al fife which justifies the gross intrusion 
on a woman's privacy... forcing her to 
bear an unwanted chfld," ftey said. 


"We therefore rule that during the ear- 


ly stages of pregnancy — at least during 
the first triineater Ohree monttM) - the 
state may not prohibit, lesbict, or other- 
wise limit a woman's access to abortion 
procedures performed by a licensed phy- 
sician operating fa licensed fadHttes," 
the opinion added. 


The ACLU suit asked that Scott and 


Hanrahan be pi evented from enforcing 
the state's abortion taw. 


SENIOR U.S. District Judge WflnamJ. 


Campbell dissented from the ruling say- 
ing, "I must conclude mat the people of 
Dgnote have a legitimate and sufficient 
interest in protecting fetal life to support 
the statute hen considered.'' Campbell 
is a Roman Catholic.

Casiidy. 


On Wednesday, NBC's "Hallmark Hall 


of Fame" will offer another Miller play, 
"The Price," starring Scott, Colleen 
Dewhurst, David Bruns and Barry Sulli- 
van. 


It is, in short, a rather good week fur 


those who find more satisfaction in seek- 
ing out television's better productions 
than in being fashionably snobbish and 
unaware of the worthwhile programs one 
can uncover by careful culling and selec- 
tive viewing. 


Miller gave a personal introduction 


Thursday night to "A Memory of Two 
Mondays," a plot set in an auto-parts 
warehouse in New York and focusing on 
its Depression-era employes, depicting 
the stark, bleak lives of the blue-collar 


workers of the period. Miller made clear 
he found little romantic about those 
days. What small uplift there came from 
his play — aside from the pleasure of 
artistry itself — was in the young man 
modeled after Miller when he was work- 
ing in such a warehouse to earn money 
for college.

Pays Dividends 


'. Northwest suburban firemen 
; quickly got the chance to test their 
;new mutual aid master plan last 
; weekend when fires broke out at 
; the Elk Grove Bowl in Elk Grove 
: Village and the Meadows Trace 
; Apartments in Rolling Meadows. 
; Firemen from Rolling Meadows,

• Ten communities sent fire- 
fighters to the fire Saturday that 
; destroyed a 32-unit building in 
•Meadows Trace. Dozens of firemen 
•were at the scene for four hours 
; helping to extinguish the flames. 
; Enormous amounts of equipment 
; were in use or at hand. 
; Rolling Meadows Fire Chief 
: Thomas Fogarty said the agree- 
; ment had worked "very well" and 
Jthe response from other depart- 
Iments was excellent. 
. Only a week earlier, 16 fire de- 
; partments had held a drill at Rand- 
i hurst Shopping Center in Mount 
'Prospect, testing the new emer- 
: gency procedures. The master plan 


I took six months to develop and is a 
! direct result of the fire last year at 
'.Three Fountains apartments in 


'. Rolling Meadows. 
: While mutual aid agreements ex- 
• isted at the time, they were not as 
i extensive as the new program. Nor 
' was the system of response as 
' well-planned. Under the old sys- 


tem, when the commanding officer 
at the scene of a fire determined 
more equipment and manpower 
were needed, he contacted area 
fire departments by radio. 


With the master plan, however, a 


pre-arranged box alarm network 
with specific codes has been set up 
throughout the area. When the 
commanding officer of a local de- 
partment finds he win need help, 
he asks his local dispatcher to call 
for a certain box alarm response. 
This is transmitted to area depart- 
ments through a central mutual 
aid radio frequency housed in the 
Arlington Heights department. 


Information pertinent to han- 


dling each call is kept in a card file 
which spells out which depart- 
ments will be needed, what equip- 
ment and the number of men they 
should bring. 


This not only makes the job of 


the site commander easier but also 
guarantees automatic response 
from neighboring fire depart- 
ments. 


The master plan is the handi- 


work of a committee appointed af- 
ter the Three Fountains fire. Head- 
ing it were Lt. Ray Kordecki of 
Mount Prospect, Capt. Donald 
Kuhn of Elk Grove Village and 
Capt. John Hayden of Arlington 
Heights. 


The^r six months of work and the 


cooperative spirit of the Northwest 
Communities has already paid off 
in the response to these two major 
fires.

Effort To Reform Wasted

It has often been said the best Way to 


avoid solving ticklish problems is to call 
a conference or form a fact-finding com- 
mission to analyze them to death. 


In December, the White House Confer- 


ence on Children convened in Washing- 
ton, D.C., a city which thrives on pon- 
derous conferences and commissions 
which compile ponderous, massive and 
unreadable reports. 
" 


The conference, in its five days of life, 


dramatically tfd pointedly called for 
change in methods and directions in edu- 
cation. One wonders, though, if the call 
for change will be heard beyond the con- 
ference participants themselves. 


The most newsworthy development 


seemed to be the high support for 
"changing national priorities" to in- 
crease Congressional support for educa- 
tion. According to State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Ariington Heights, who at- 
tended die conference, most of the 3,700 
delegates realized President Nixon had 
vetoed two education bills; the delegates 
delivered it as a sharp slap to the Presi- 
dent 


Most significant, however, was the 


high ranking of a proposal to redesign 
education to increase child-centered 
learning. The proposal, second only to 
the "priority change" in popularity, 
urged legislation to back research in in- 
dividualized instruction, which has been 
urged by such controversial but repu- 
table critics as Charles Silberman, au- 
thor of "Crisis in the Classroom." 


Behind the headlines, delegates attend- 


ed 24 forums on child-related problems. 
Topics ranged from "The Right to 
Read," "Family Planning and Family 
Economics," "The Rights of Children," 
and "The Future of Learning: Into the 
Twenty-First Century." 


Before the conference, Mrs. Chapman 


and other delegates had worked in such

groups as the Illinois Commission on 
Children to prepare for the conference, 
held once every ten years. 


It appears as if the hard work has been 


done, the goals stated, the targets (such 
as Nixon) attacked, and now the dele- 
gates have gone home — with nothing 
really changed. ° 


Conferences such as this one do have 


some political impact, but the confer- 


ence's topic — "children" — already 
seems too big to create much national 
impact. Unless legislation results from 
the conference, the effort would seem to 
be wasted. 


If education reform does result, it will 


not only come from the White House but 
from the school districts where the 3,700 
delegates live. If all of those delegates 
ran for school board seats — where so 
much grass-roots reform is possible — 
some of the idealistic proposals might 
suddenly- become reality. Perhaps, then, 
the conference would have been effec- 
tive. 


ln-Depth Look at Education 


Education and its institutions have 


unique impact on suburbanites' daily 
life. From taxes to classrooms to teach- 
ers to students, education can be accu- 
rately described as the "number one in- 
dustry" of Northwest suburbs.

U.S. Shirks Its Oldsters 


by RAY CROMLEY 


We talk a great deal about the under- 


privileged. 


Consider the man (or woman) over 45. 
According to recent studies, less than 


10 per cent of our federal-state job train- 
ing and retraining is aimed at these old- 
sters. 


Yet they probably provide most of our 


actual long-term unemployment 


Figureg ire difficult to come by. Many 


of thes.e mid die-age d-and-older 
men and women have given up trying to 
find work. They are, therefore, not count- 
ed in unemployment statistics. 


But fine* w» guesses. Add some re- 


cent government estimates on this hid- 
den Joblessness to the official published 
figures and you get some startling totals 
— a real 45-and-wer unemployment of 
4.4 million, an effective unemployment 
rate dose to 16 per cent. 


We are talking about men and women 


wto and, work. Many need it desper- 
ately. Out of this group we are talking 
only about those who want to work, and 
«are capable of working full-or part-time, 


either today, or with suitable training or 
retraining. 


Many of these people saved money an 


their lives so they would not be a burden 
on others. They now find their small in- 
comes gnawed to the bone by inflation.

The number of oldsters who want to 


work is astonishingly large. One ex- 
ample: The current estimate is that be- 
tween four and five million men and 
women 55 and older would be interested 
in working as part-time community ser- 
vice aides. 


A number of older men and women 


have been spectacularly successful in the 
Peace Corps, and in the "paunch corps" 
for retired businessmen. It is reported 
that in a number of pilot projects, vari- 
ously called Green Thumbs, Green Light 
and Senior Aides, older men and women 
have shown proficiency. 


Business studies have shown that con- 


trary to popular opinion, selected older 


men and women have proved themselves 
highly reliable, and that they take to ret- 
raining and to new knowledge as quickly 
as young men and women many years 
their junior. 


Of course, this isn't the whole story. 


There are many older men and women 
so disabled, so old or so beset by illness 
they cannot work. 


Overall, as publicized recently, one out 


of five men and women over 65 live in 
poverty — almost five million in all. And 
nearly eight million 45 and older fan be- 
low the poverty line. 


We read with horror of those barbaric 


peoples who toft their elderly out in 
the open so that they would die and not 
be a burden on the younger population. 


But there is something equaUy barbar- 


ic in this half-living, half-dying. Here are 
men and women. Many want to work. 
Many have something to contribute. 
Many have proven their reliability, their 
integrity and their talents. Most are not 
asking for charity. What are we telling 
them except to die (unless they've saved 
enough money)?

(3) To the shopping and truck traffic 
from the shopping center and the emer- 
gency traffic from the fire station and 
police unit must be added the increas- 
ingly heavy traffic on Biesterfield itself. 
Biesterfield is slowly crumbling to a lane 
and a half and is scheduled to become 4 
lanes from Arlington Heights Road, nar- 
rowing to 2 lanes at Wellington! 
( a ) 
Biesterfield-Kennedy-Elk 
Grove 


Blvd. is a major east-west route servic- 
ing Industrial Park employees traveling 
through the Village. 
(b) Biesterfield is also the compulsory 
path of ambulances going to St. Alexius 
Hospital. 
(4) Complicating this traffic pattern in 
winter months is the lineup of cars 
parked at the ice rink on Wellington to 
the corner of Biesterfield. (Remember 
that west-bound Biesterfield traffic turn- 
ing onto Wellington is faced with a sharp 
curve back to the east, instead of a right- 
angle corner. Remember, too, that Well- 
ington is a major ingress-egress for the 
homeowners in the area of Byrd School) 
(5) Across the street from the city hall 
on Wellington is the back entrance to 
Lively School and Disney Pool. (Those 
students and swimmers not taking the 
gravel walk east and west, travel the 
muddy shoulder of Biesterfield.) 
(6) As the final complicating traffic fac- 
tor (and the factor that makes location 
of the municipal complex most difficult 
to understand), there is the apartment 
building complex under construction on 
the northwest corner of Wellington- 
BiesterfieW. Surely the Village Board 
and Manager were aware of Centex's 
building plans when the municipal site 
was selected (let alone when construc- 
tion was begun in late 1970). (Weep, Je- 
rusalem!) The compounding of traffic 
conditions upon completion of the apart- 
ment units, boggles the imagination. 
(7) For kicks, let's project that the re- 
maining (swapped) acreage allocated for 
public use will someday support a town 
hall (T. Jachimieo's column of last 
month). ("When will it ever end?") 
(8) As one last presumption on your vis- 
ual recall, picture (against the backdrop 
of the unkempt shopping center) the neat 
but anemic architecture of the city hall 
with the fire station rising behind it (and 
the apartment complex rising to the 
northwest of it). Now conjure up the 
landscaping: (a) the up-tight cake-frost- 
ing trimming of the evergreen hedge- 
rows along the contingent walks, and (b) 
the abandoned-Christmas-tree-tot took of 
the remaining land (as EGV visitors 
have identified it). 


As you lament what could have been, 


there is comfort in recognizing that, of 
the other public buildings, in my opinion, 
only the Park District Administration 
building, the High School, Lively Jr 
High-Disney Pool, and the Methodist 
Church on Devon at Arlington Heights 
Road (and possibly the overly-romantic 
library) seem to show any real adjust- 
ment of the architecture to the land and 
the planned village of Elk Grove. (Is 
there anyone interested in joining togeth- 
er to respond to the traffic planning and 
beautification needs of our housing-devel- 
opment vfllage?)

Auto Costs Deductible 


The Chicago Motor Club-AAA reminds 


motorists to include certain automobile 
expenses when itemteuig federal income 
tax deducations. 


The motor club's legal deprtment of- 


fers this list of deductions that all motor- 
ists may take: 


State gasoline taxes: 7 tt cents to mi- 


nois. 


Casualty losses not reimbursed by in- 


surance or other means, if not due to 
willful negligence. Any deduction for 
damage to property used for personal 
purposes is limited to the amount that 
each toss exceeds $100. 


Interest paid on automobile loans. 
Personal property tax. 
State and city sales tax on automobile, 


parts, accessories and supplies (Illinois 
state and local tax is five per cent.) 


IF YOU use your car for business, you 


may also deduct these Hems to whole or 


part — depending on tbe extent of bust- 
ness use: 


Motor club dues; state automobile li- 


cense fee; municipal vehicle license 
fees; drivers license fees; automobile in- 
surance premiums; depreciation; gaso- 
line, oil and lubrication expenses; cost of 
repairs; accessories; washing and polish- 
ing expenses; anti-freexe and wtotoristof 
services; garage rent; parking charges; 
and toll road fees. 


Generally, an individual who operates 


his own car for business travel nay fig- 
ure the cost of his operation by taking a 
standard mileage rate, instead of main- 
taintog detailed records and ttontotag 
provable costs. 


This alternative is not available, how- 


ever, win respect to an automobile for 
which a deduction for depreciation based 
upon a method other than the "straight 
line" method, has previously bean 
claimed by ttae taxpayer.

A 0.5 per cent month- 
ly increase is a 0.5 per cent monthly in- 
crease regardless of the base.

Consumer prices rose by 16 3 per cent 


in the more than eight years from the 
1957-69 base until 1967 The increase was 
18.5 per cent in less than three years 
from 1967 to November 1970 


Wholesale prices rose 6.1 per cent from 


1957-69 to 1967 and by 11 per cent from 
1967 through 1970. 


The industrial production index — a 


closely watched barometer of overall 
economic activity — increased 58.1 per 
cent from 1957-59 and 1967 and by 3.7 per 
cent from 1967 to December 1970.

Kessell Quits Study Group

The physical composition of the Task 


Force I Committee of Seven has been 
altered hi the past several months al- 
though formal public announcements1 of 
resignations and the appointment of a re- 
placement member have not been forth- 
coming from officials of the group. 


Schaumburg Trustee Raymond R. Kes- 


seU last week confirmed his Jan. 14 res- 
ignation from the group commissioned 
by the Republican Organization of 
Schaumburg Township (ROOST) and 
GOP Committeeman Donald L. Totten to 
investigate the feasibility of merging 
Hoffman Estates tvt Schaumburg. 


In an interview with The Herald, 


seU admitted his withdrawal from the 
study group and expressed puzzlement 


over the failure of Glenn E. Hoffman, 
chairman of the Council of Seven, to an- 
nounce his departure. 


"My written resignation, submitted at 


the last meeting of Task Force I, ex- 
plained that due to things that happened 
over a several week period prior to that 
time, coupled with things I had been 
hearing about the internal workings of 
ROOST, I felt I could no longer fulfill my 
obligation to the group," Kessell said, 
when asked his reasons for quitting the 
study group. 


ROOST's decision against support of 


Mayor Robert 0. Ateher and a five mem- 
ber slate of trustees of which Kessell is a 
member was revealed late last week. 


"My own feeling is that the merger 


study committee is a good and necessary 
thing is what prompted me to accept the 


post when contacted about it by Totten 
last summer," Kessell said. 


Participation in Task Force I is one of 


a list of demands presented by Totten 
and the organization to Ateher in order 
to agree to support the slate. 


"Even though I cannot remain a mem- 


ber of Task Force I, I have pledged to 
assist or support the group in any way 
possible," KesseU said. 


Resignation of Edward J. Bedard from 


the Council of Seven last November 
was underplayed by Hoffman at that 
time and he promised thai a replacement 
would be selected.

time. They've penetrated an fee commu- 
nities except Schaumburg. 


One explanation is that Ateher, the 


dean of Republicans in Scbaumburg 
Township, is too independent for Totten 
andUaorgarisation.

since 1988. Through personal efforts, he 
has act his suburban community on a 
course that points to it becoming the sec- 
ond largest city in Illinois.

now receive village board approval oe- 
fore construction can begin. 


Fred Hillman, vice president of 


Chesterfield Builders, Inc., told plan 
commissioners mat work on the devel- 
opment is scheduled to begin as soon as 
weather permits. 


Tahoe is located north of the Mallard 


Lake and Jamestown Circle on the Lake 
planned developments in Wheeling. 


THE DEVELOPMENTS are southwest 


of the Booth Tarkington school site. 


Unit one of Tahoe will include 49 town- 


houses and three apartment buildings in- 
cluding 40 apartment units. 


The first unit is located on the western 


end of the proposed development along 
Buffalo Grove Road. The entire Tahoe 
project will include 350 townhouses 
(three and four bedroom models) and 798 
garden apartments. 


The townhouses will be sold and the 


apartments will be rented. 


A portion of the development's reten- 


tion basin, and a pool and clubhouse will 
also be included in the first unit. 


PLANS FOR THE first unit call for a 


temporary sanitary sewer connection to 
Buffalo Grove's sewer system. The de- 


veloper will pay cash for the sewer ser- 
vice. Buffalo Grove's village board has 
already approved the temporary con- 
nection contingent on Wheeling approval. 


Once the entire development was com- 


pleted the sanitary sewer hookups will be 
transferred to Wheeling's system. 


Construction of Tahoe and its retention 


basin are a key part in the settlement to 
the Cambridge flooding suits involving 
the two villages and property owners in 
the area. 


Excess water from the southern por- 


tion of the Cambridge area will drain 
into Tahoe's basin and through a system 
of retention basins in other nearby devel- 
opments instead of across single family 
home property in Wheeling. 


The suit is not completely settled, how- 


ever, because of a dispute with county 
officials about whether the system will 
be connected into a sewer in Hintz Road. 


Plan commissioners said Thursday 


that an alternative solution might be to 
allow the water to follow its natural 
drainage course rather than connecting 
into a sewer leading to the Wheeling 
drainage ditch.

Chesterfield builders paid a $50,000 do- 


nation to school district 21 and a $750 
donation to the Wheeling Park District to 
have the site designations removed from 
their property.

Agents found Joseph LaPlaca, 41, of 321

day of the arrest and leveled the same 
charge against him. LaPlaca is also a 
felon who was convicted of counterfeiting 
in IMS. 


LaPlaca *nd Jay;,* wen granted a 


continuance because their attorney, 
George Cotskilos, was unable to attend 
Friday's hearing. 


Palatine police chief Robert Centner 


said previously that the George Jayne 
murder investigation led federal agents 
to the making of the firearms arrest. 


LaPLACA, a professional polo player, 


had been arrested once before by the 
Palatine police and Ittlnou Bureau of In- 
vestigation after an anonymous phone 
caller identified LaPlaca as the man who 
possessed the .30 caliber rifle used to kill 
George Jayne on Oct. 28, last year. 


The murder weapon was not found, but 


three unregistered hand guns were and 
LaPlaca was charged with unlawful pos- 
session of firearms. That case is now 
pending before the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 


Samuel Skinner, U.S. attorney, also 


said none of the 18 weapons found in 
Jayne's home and barn could be identi- 
fied as fiw murder weapon.

and Palatine townships. 


The workshop and vocational training 


program is one phase of the school which 
deals with handicapped persons over 16 
years of age, preparing them for job 
placement in the community. 


The additional faculty'will allow for 


expansion of the workshop and provide 
additional classroom space in the old fa- 
cility, William J. McAllister, director of 
development said. 


He said a site in the Industrial park 


was chosen so that workers could "move 
out of an educational setting right into 
the heart of the industrial environment." 


He added, "We feel there are a lot of 


companies here that might be able to use 
our services." 


THE WORKSHOP handles subcontract 


work in the areas of assembly and pack- 
aging for about 20 to 25 companies dur- 
ing a six-month period. Much of the work 
is repeat and referral business, accord- 
ing to McAllister.

scheduled to open today for residents in five town- 
ship.

two other planned developments, James- 
town Circle on the Lake and Mallard 
Lake, are scheduled to be built in the 
ares. 


ONE ALTERNATIVE to placing the 


well hi a residential development might 
be locating it on School Dist. 21 proper- 
ty near Booth Tarkington and Carl Sand- 
burg schools, Cargill said. 


"A long time ago the school board sort 


of acquiesced to allowing a well site on 
its property" Cargill said. He said he 
had recently met with Dist. 21 Supt. Ken- 
neth Gin about putting a well on the site 
but that a contemplated school addition 
might interfere with the well site now. 


Cargill said he bad directed Moody to 


estimate the size of the property needed 
for such a well and to contact school 
officials about location on the school site. 


He said another alternative might be to 


drill the wen on one site and put a hold- 
ing tank on another site in the vicinity. 


He estimated that the well and storage 


tank together would take up approxi- 
mately half an acre. 


PLAN COMMISSIONERS also dis- 


cussed the possibility of an underground 
tank for the water storage to make it 
more acceptable to the developers. 


Hillman had been more receptive to 


the underground tank proposal. 


Larry Oppenheimer, village director of 


public works, told the plan commission- 
ers that while an underground tank 
would cost more initially, it could be eas- 
ier to maintain. 


"We don't have to paint it, but there 


would be more pump maintenance than 
in a gravity well," he said. 


Miss Deaton said the seminar group in- 


tends to remain a separate group, but 
would like to work with other community 
groups on drug abuse programs. 


At eariler meetings, seminar partici- 


pants have discussed the possibility of 
starting a "crisis phone" and a teen cen- 
ter in the community.

Park District Votes $10,000 In Warrants 


The Buffalo Grove Park District Board 


has voted to issue $10,000 hi tax anticipa- 
tion warrants that will enable the district 
to pay its bins.

tration fees, its only source of income, is 
not enough to meet its bills.

Tahoe developers also had to negotiate 
for removal of a school park site desig- 
nation from their property before receiv- 
ing village approval. 


Chesterfield builders paid a $50,000 do- 


nation to school district 21 and a $750 
donation to the Wheeling Park District to 
have the site designations removed from 
their property.

vert. Latest indications are that the 
tracks win not have to be moved and the 
project can start that much sooner. 


Gudlou said engineers have been in- 


structed to build the culvert in a way 
which win allow it to handle spring 
floods when it is only partially com- 
pleted. He said previously that this could 
be accomplished as early as May. 


"Once the project is done, H will knock 


off a big portion of flood problems la 
your area," he told homeowners. 


Clayton Brown said the village engi- 


neers are also in the process of com- 
pleting a report they began last Septem- 
ber to supplement the state's project 
with additional storm drainage facilities 
to relieve the present system.

Fifth 211 School Planned 


High School Dist 211 officials are plan- 


ning to have School No. 5, located on 
Higgins Road in Hoffman Estates, under 
construction before school is out to June. 


Thursday the school board accepted 


the architectural drawings for the $7.5 
million school and directed architect Ken 
Unteed to begin engineering plant. 


Unteed told the board he hopes to have 


the plans ready for bidding in early 
April. The school is scheduled to open a 
year from this fall 


Explaining the drawings be brought for 


the board to see, Unteed said almost aH 
suggestions from teachers and adminis- 
trators have been incorporated in the 
new high school. 


Specifically, the three-story academic 


wing is designed around three 14,000- 
square-foot sections on each floor. Each 
section is subdivided with movable walls 
for different sizes of classes and seminar 
rooms. 


DEPENDING ON the cost of construc- 


tion, academic classrooms may have 
carpeting that will dull sound and elimi- 
nate the need for doors. 


School No. 5 win have a student com- 


mons area just off the 800-seat cafeteria 
and a 450-seat "little theater." 


The little theater could also be subdi- 


vided into four sections. One would in- 
clude the stage area, the other three 
would divide the seating area in 150-seat 
sections. 


"Theoretically, we can have a drama 


group rehearsing on the stage while 
three classes are watching films," Mar- 
tin Plate, Dist. 211 administrator super- 
vising construction of the school, said. 


In the gym area, physical education 


classes and athletic teams win have 
three semi-closed areas as wen as the 
large gym floor for athletic programs. 


The ground floor of the three-story sec- 


tion win be partially below ground level. 
The front door, which will face southeast 
toward Higgins Road, will be on the sec- 
ond floor. 


Unteed told the board he expects the 


school to cost about $20 per square foot. 
Schaumburg High School, when com- 
pleted, averaged $19 per square foot. 


AT THE same meeting, the board ap- 


proved the sale of $1.25 million in bonds 
to the LaSaUe National Bank and Associ- 
ates. The interest rate will be 3.81 per 
cent for nine years. Totally, the district 
will pay $281,000 interest on the bonds. 


The board discussed changes in the 


building rental policy. Administrators 
were asked to develop a no cost-no profit 
policy, which would allow residents to 
use the buildings as much as possible 
with little additional cost to the district. 


Through a cooperative effort of Dist. 


211, the Palatine Park District and Ele- 
mentary Dist 15, residents in north- 
eastern Palatine may have a park hi 
their area this summer. The Dist. 211 
board agreed to donate five acres of its 
northern school site for park use until a 
school is planned for the site. The park 
would be located adjacent to Dist. 15's 
Virginia Lake School. 


Recreational equipment would be pro- 


vided by the Palatine Park District. 


Robert Lyons, a Hoffman Estates resi- 


dent, spoke to the board about naming 
School No. 5 "Hoffman Estates High 
School." 


He cited the community's support of 


the school district as an "appropriate" 
reason for naming the high school for 
Hoffman Estates. 


Board president Robert Creek told 


Lyons the board will not discuss the is- 
sue of a name until after March 30, the 
deadline for residents to submit sugges- 
tions for a name.

Silas Jayne Case Continued

Silas Jayne, brother of slain Inverness 


resident George Jayne, made his first 
appearance in court Friday on an unre- 
gistered weapons charge brought against 
him by Federal agents earlier this 
month. 


U.S. Commissioner James Balog grant- 


ed Jayne a continuance at a pre-trial 
hearing at the Dirksen Federal Building 
in Chicago. 


Jayne, a 63-year-old convicted felon 


and wealthy horseman, was arrested on 
six violations of the federal firearms act 
by U.S. Treasury Department agents on 
Jan. 5. 


The arrest was made at Jayne's se- 


cluded horse farm just west of Elgin. 
Agents found Joseph LaPlaca, 48, of 321 
McClure St., Elgin, at the farm on the 
day of the arrest and leveled the same 
charge against him. LaPlaca is also a 
felon who was convicted of counterfeiting 
in 1965. 


LaPlaca and Jayne were granted a 


continuance because their attorney, 
George Cotsirilos, was unable to attend 
Friday's hearing. 


Palatine police chief Robert Centner 


said previously that the George Jayne 


murder investigation led federal agents 
to the making of the firearms arrest 


LaPLACA, a professional polo player, 


had been arrested once before by the 
Palatine police and Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation after an anonymous phone 
caller identified LaPlaca as the man who 
possessed the .30 caliber rifle used to kill 
George Jayne on Oct. 28, last year. 


The murder weapon was not found, but 


three unregistered hand guns were and 
LaPlaca was charged with unlawful pos- 
session of firearms. That case is now 
pending before the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court. 


Samuel Skinner, U.S. attorney, also 


said none of the 18 weapons found in 
Jayne's home and barn could be identi- 
fied as the murder weapon. 


Federal agents based their charge 


against LaPlaca on the three handguns 
found by Palatine police, not the 18 guns 
at Sites' home. He is subject to six years 
in prison. Silas, who possessed more 
weapons, could be sentenced up to 36 
years in prison if convicted. It is a feder- 
al offense for a convicted felon to possess 
guns. 


BOTH SILAS and LaPlaca posted bond 


upon arrest which restricted their travel 


to northern Illinois. Friday, Commission- 
er Balog granted a request to allow La- 
Placa and Jayne to travel freely in the 
continental United States, providing they 
submit a detailed itinerary of their travel 
to the U.S. attorney before leaving Illi- 
nois. 


Jayne said he needed the leniency for I 


business reasons. He sells and buys hunt- 
er and jumper horses throughout the 
country. 


George Jayne, also a prominent horse- 


man who was known throughout the U.S. 
and Canada, once accused Silas of con- 
spiring to murder him when he barely 
escaped death in a 1965 car bombing in 
Palatine. 


The bomb exploded and killed Mtss 


Cberie Rude who started the car, instead 
of George, her employer. Silas was 
cleared of murder charges after a key 
witness changed his testimony 


And in 1989, Silas shot and killed a for- 


mer employe of George's and ex-convict 
who Silas said tried to kin him at his 
Elgin estate. 


George's thus far-unsolved murder 


ended a feud with Silas which made 
headlines for more than a decade.

$8,300 a year. 


Teachers in conservative Dist. 15 have 


a lot less to worry about There have 
been no reports of mass disobedience in 
any school in Dist. 15. 


There are, no doubt, children who mis- 


behave, Just as there were when today's 
parents were young. There will always 
be children who are problems. 


But teaching in Dist. 15 must be heav- 


en on earth compared to some ghetto 
schools in Chicago. And I'm sure any 
really dedicated teacher would prefer to 
get Dist 15 conditions instead of ghetto 
conditions. 


There has been some talk that the 


quality of teachers in our schools has 
gone down too. The teacher shortage 
ended a few years ago and the poorer 
ones are collecting unemployment now. 


Perhaps the quality of teacher hasn't 


changed since toe 1930s, Just as the qual- 
ity of student hasn't.

Pupils achiev- 
ing below expectations receive the ser- 
vices of the developmental reading 
teacher through individualized instruc- 
tion or materials for use in the class- 
room. A teacher-aide is employed to 
work with small groups of children to 
reinforce classroom instruction. 


The Langorage Development Program 


provides individualized instruction to all 
children of agricultural migrant workers 
to the district Former agricultural mi- 
grants who settled since June, 1967 an 
also eUgilbe. One teacher and six teach- 
er-aides work with students and teachers 
to improve the educational opportunities 
for these children. Instruction is given in 
English as a second language as well as 
basic reading and math skills.

This was the basic observation made

School students who have just returned 
from a school-sponsored trip to Quebec. 


Young people they met in French Can- 


ada were quite a bit Mke Americans. 
They had similar interests and they even 
dressed alike. 


Sally McGiH, a student from Arlington 


Heights, said the French Canadian girls 
they met particularly liked American 
music. The jukebox at a ski lodge the 
girls stayed at was fuH of American 
songs. Only a few were in French. 


ONE OF FIVE portraits of G. A. McElroy, former super- 
intendent of High School Dist. 211, was unveiled at the 
Dist. 211 school board meeting Thursday night. The por- 
traits will b« hung in each of the four high schools and 


the district office. Board members Harris Helgeson, left, 
and William Fremd commended McElroy for his 39 
years of service to the district, 26 of which he served as 
chief administrator. 


Indoor Tennis Site May Be Moved 


The location of a proposed indoor rac- 


quet club will be moved from Prospect 
Heights to a site south of Mount Prospect 
if an agreement is not reached today be- 
tween the club's developers and the Riv- 
er Trails Park District board 


The developers, the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, signed a tentative 
contract 
with Kenroy Inc. several 


months ago to buy 3.3 acres in Prospect 
Heights for the racquet dub. The 33 
acres is a portion of the 19-acre Rob Roy 
Driving Range on Euclid Avenue. 


Harry Young, an attorney and member 


of the partnership, said the contract with 
Kenroy will not become final unless an 
agreement is reached first with the Riv- 
er Trails park commissioners. This 
agreement Involves a payment to the 
park district by the partnership-for hook- 
ing the club's facilities into park district 
water and sewer lines. Young said the 
payment also may be used by the district 
for traffic control purposes along Euclid 
Avenue. 


"If an agreement is not reached today 


with the park district, we have no other 
alternative but to drop our plans to con- 
struct a club on the Rob Roy Driving 
Range," said Young. 


A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed club is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Linneman roads, 
south of Mount Prospect. Last week a 
hearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezone the land 
so the club could be built The-zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of the racquet dub be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 
ule. We would like to open the club Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility with six courts, 
a sauna, both whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, a lounge, locker rooms 
and a pro shop. 


Young began negotiating with'the park 


board at the end of last year. He ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3.3 acres 
considered for the racquet club. 


The park district made Its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of bearings be- 
fore the Village of Mount Prospect The 
bearings were held to review Kenroy's 
request to have the land annexed to the 
village and rezoned for a $27 million 
planned development. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


nied Kenroy's request after reviewing 
objection from residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
.rickLink. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS/ said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preset ve open land in the community. 
Voters backed 4neir proposal hi Decem- 
ber by aotaorUng the sale of $750,000 in 


Less than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


The park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis club site from 
the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests were presented to Young during 
an executive session of the park board 
one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are willing to 


pay for what we feel is our fair share, 
but not all of it." 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober Bjor- 
vik, Wednesday and he made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took his suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday he has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again'since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today. 


"If their financial request is not in the 


range set by my partners, we will have 
to drop our plans for the Rob Roy site," 
said Young. 


No Snowmobiles 
At Golf Course 


Palatine Park District officials have 


called for a halt to illegal use of snow- 
mobiles on the Palatine Hills Golf 
Course. 


Beginning this weekend, the park dis- 


trict wiE be fining illegal snowmobile 
user $200 for violation of a golf course 
ordinance. 


For the last few weeks, owners of 


snowmobiles have been traveling to the 
golf course to use their vehicles. 


Last Sunday, park board member 


Ralph Wiehrdt observed heavy snow- 
mobile traffic on the 15th fairway of the 
course. 


"It looked like State and Madison at 


rush hour," he said. 


Park board president Norman Gaare 


said that the park district will have to 
begin enforcing the "no-motorized-ve- 
hicles" rule in the golf courses rule book. 
A $200 fine is levied on anybody caught 
using a motorized vehicle other than the 
golf carts the course rents. 


Gaare said the rule will be enforced, 


even if the park district has to rent a 
snowmobile of their own to run the viola- 
tors down. ' 


"TEDS HAS GOT to stop," Gaare told 


the board. "Not only are they using the 
trails, they're using the fairways. They 
don't seem to care what they do." 


Board members expressed fear that 


the snowmobiles win rip up the greens, 
especially with the snow on the ground 
melting away as it was doing last week- 
end. 


It was also suggested that other people 


be hired to enforce the rule if the park 
worker at the golf course cannot handle 
the problem alone. 


Signs informing the people of the rule 


and the fine for violating the rule have 
been posted at the four entrances to the 
gott course. Those not securely bolted to 
the sides of the buikUng nave been rip- 
ped down by ttsse visiting the eoune. 


It is not known where all the people 


using the course for a snowmobile cruis- 
ing area are coming from. Board mem- 
bers agreed that they all aren't coming 
Lake Park Estates, the subdivision 
directly west of the course. 


Park district attorney Roger Bjorvik 


was instructed by the board to draw up 
forms in anticipation of arresting several 
illegal snowmobile users this weekend. 


Educator Seeks 
Park Board Post 


A local educator has filed as a candi- 


date for the Palatine Park Board. 


Robert Dellamaria, principal of Jane 


Addams School, will enter toe race for 
the one open seat on the park board 
which is being vacated by Norman 
Gaare. Gaare, the board's president, is 
retiring after serving two full terms on 
the board. 


Dellamaria has been an educator in 


the Palatine area for about 16 years. He 
was a physical education instructor at 
Stuart R. Paddock School for 10 years 
and served as assistant, principal there 
for a year and one half after that. 


For the past two years, Dellamaria has 


been principal of Jane Addams School. 


In running for the park board seat, 


Dellamaria said he was thinking in 
terms of what be can do for children. He 
said he would tike to see programs for 
children increased. 


"I've been in Palatine quite a few 


years and it's time I got involved," Del- 
lamaria said. "Serving on the park board 
is better man just attending the meet- 
ings." 


DeUamaria lives at 48 N. Ronlwing Rd. 


Prior to moving to Palatine, he lived in 
Chicago. 


Kathy O'Leary, another student from 


Arlington Heights, said you couldn't tell 
the girls apart by the way they dressed. 
Everyone dressed mod. 


RECENTLY, about 41 gkto from Sa- 


cred Heart took a trip to Quebec. The 
purpose was to learn to speak French 
better and to learn about the French Ca- 
nadian culture. They also got a chance to 
team to ski. 


Sister Theresa, a language teacher at 


Sacred Heart, was the moderator of the 
trip. The trip was arranged through Tri- 
State Tours of Galena and lasted m 
days. 


As part of the trip, the girls stayed 


at a lodge that caters especially to young 
people. They spent about five days in the 
city of Quebec and saw the Quebec Par- 
liament. 


On the tour, the girls met an Indian 


chief who told them of the Indian's his- 
tory in Quebec. In the Parliament build- 
ing, Canadian government was explained 
to the girls. 


They also got to see Mount Morenci 


Falls, which is 120 feet higher than Niag- 
ara Falls, and they visited a fishing vil- 
lage. 


The fishing village intrigued me girls. 


Miss O'Leary observed that when the 
river freezes, the residents of the village 
build a new village on the frozen ice. A 
whole cluster of tiny houses were on the 
ice. 


From these houses, the villagers carry 


on their occupations as fishermen, fish- 
ing through the ice. 


Miss McGill said the streets of Quebec 


were more French than American. She 
noted that the streets were narrower and 
the people acted more continental. 


Food in Quebec was described by the 


girls as bland but good. The food, Miss 
O'Leary said, needed a few more shakes 
of salt. 


For a snack at night, the girls were 


served a hunk of bread covered with 
frosting. 


In conversing with the girls at the 


lodge, they discovered that the school 
system was a bit different. While Ameri- 
cans go eight years to elementary school, 
four to high school and four to college, 
French Canadians go eight years to 
primary school, five to secondary school 
and three to college. 


Because of the use of two languages in 


Quebec, the road signs were in two lan- 
guages, the girfe noted. French was list- 
ed first. A few road signs were the Eu- 
ropean signs where pictures tell the story 
rather than words. 


NEARLY ALL THE radio stations 


were French, the girls noted. The only 
English station the girls could pick up 
was from Rochester, N. Y. 


Sister Theresa said the girls lived in 


isolation to a certain extent at the lodge. 
Once they were snowed in. 


Snowmobiles were noted by the girls as 


a major form a winter transportation in 
Quebec. When there is a heavy snow, 
about the only way one can get around is 
on a snowmobile. 


Snowmobiles have also cut down the 


winter death rate in Quebec. When a mo- 
torist gets stranded in the .snow, the TV 
stations send out an alert and people 
with snowmobiles come to rescue in a 
matter of minutes. 


The girls felt they left an impression 


on the Quebec young people while they 
were mere. 


Sister Theresa commented that the 


girls were a hit the minute they arrived. 
Several schools contacted them to meet 
with students from their school. 


Afterward, many Quebec people said 


they were impressed with the girls be- 
cause they were very willing to share 
their culture, were not too sophisticated 
and were very friendly. 


Sister Theresa said the girts want to go 


to Quebec again next year. 


"There are stiH more things for us to 


see, more people for us to meet and 
more slopes for us to ski," she said.

Fifth 211 School Planned 


High School Dial. 211 officials are plan- 


ning to have School No. 5, located on 
Higgins Road in Hoffman Estates, under 
construction before school is out in June. 


Thursday the school board accepted 


the architectural drawings for the $7.5 
million school and directed architect Ken 
Unteed to begin engineering plans. 


Unteed told the board he hopes to have 


the plans ready for bidding in early 
April. The school is scheduled to open a 
year from this fall. 


Explaining the drawings he brought for 


the board to see, Unteed said almost all 
suggestions from teachers and adminis- 
trators have been incorporated in the 
new high school. 


Specifically, the three-story academic 


wing is designed around three 14,000- 
square-foot sections on each floor. Each 
section is subdivided with movable walls 
for different sizes of classes and seminar 
rooms. 


DEPENDING ON the cost of construc- 


tion, academic classrooms may have 
carpeting that will dull sound and elimi- 
nate the need for doors. 


School No. 5 will have a student com- 


mons area lust off the 800-seat cafeteria 
and a 450*eat "little theater." 


The little theater could also be subdi- 


vided into four sections. One would in- 
clude the stage area, the other three 
would divide the seating area in ISO-seat 
sections. 


"Theoretically, we can have a drama 


group rehearsing on the stage while 
three classes are watching films," Mar- 
tin Plate, Dist. 211 administrator super- 
vising construction of the school, said. 


In the gym area, physical education 


classes and athletic teams will have 
three semi-closed areas as well as the 
large gym floor for athletic programs. 


The ground floor of the three-story sec- 


tion will be partially below ground level. 
The front door, which will face southeast 
toward Higgins Road, will be on the sec- 
ond floor. 


Unteed told the board he expects the 


school to cost about $20 per square foot. 
Schaumburg High School, when com- 
pleted, averaged $19 per square foot. 


AT THE same meeting, the board ap- 


proved the sale of $1.25 million in bonds 
to the LaSalle National Bank and Associ- 
ates. The interest rate will be 3.81 per 
cent for nine years. Totally, the district 
will pay $281,000 interest on the bonds. 


The board discussed changes in the 


building rental policy. Administrators 
were asked to develop a no cost-no profit 
policy, which would allow residents to 
use the buildings as much as possible 
with little additional cost to the district.

Silas Jayne Case Continued

Silas Jayne, brother of slain Inverness 


resident George Jayne, made his first 
appearance in court Friday on an unre- 
gistered weapons charge brought against 
him by Federal agents earlier this 
month. 


U.S. Commissioner James Balog grant- 


ed Jayne a continuance at a pre-trial 
hearing at the Dirksen Federal Building 
in Chicago. 


Jayne, a 63-year-old convicted felon 


and wealthy horseman, was arrested on 
six violations of the federal firearms act 
by U.S. Treasury Department agents on 
Jan. 5. 


The arrest was made at Jayne's se- 


cluded horse farm just west of Elgin. 
Agents found Joseph LaPlaca, 48, of 321 
McClure St., Elgin, at the farm on the 
day of the arrest and leveled the same 
charge against him. LaPlaca is also a 
felon who was convicted of counterfeiting 
in 1965. 


LaPlaca and Jayne were granted a 


continuance because their 
attorney, 


George Cotsirilos, was unable to attend 
Friday's hearing. 


Palatine police chief Robert Centner 


said previously that the George Jayne 


murder investigation led federal agents 
to the making of the firearms arrest. 


LaPLACA, a professional polo player, 


had been arrested once before by the 
Palatine police and Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation after an anonymous phone 
caller identified LaPlaca as the man who 
possessed the .30 caliber rifle used to kill 
George Jayne on Oct. 28, last year. 


The murder weapon was not found, but 


three unregistered band guns were and 
LaPlaca was charged with unlawful pos- 
session of firearms. That case is now 
pending before the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court. 


Samuel Skinner, U.S. attorney, also 


said none of the 18 weapons found in 
Jayne's home and barn could be identi- 
fied as the murder weapon. 


Federal agents based their charge 


against LaPlaca on the three handguns 
found by Palatine police, not the 18 guns 
at Silas' home. He is subject to six years 
in prison. Silas, who possessed more 
weapons, could be sentenced up to 36 
years in prison if convicted. It is a feder- 
al offense for a convicted felon to possess 
guns. 


BOTH SILAS and LaPlaca posted bond 


upon arrest which restricted their travel 


to northern Illinois. Friday, Commission- 
er Balog granted a request to allow La- 
Placa and Jayne to travel freely in the 
continental United States, providing they 
submit a detailed itinerary of their travel 
to the U.S. attorney before leaving ffli- 


Jayne said he needed the leniency for 


business reasons. He sells and buys hunt- 
er and jumper horses throughout the 
country. 


George Jayne, also a prominent horse- 


man who was known throughout the U.S. 
and Canada, once accused Silas of con- 
spiring to murder him when he barely 
escaped death in a 1965 car bombing in 
Palatine. 


The bomb exploded and killed Miss 


Cherie Rude who started the car, instead 
of George, her employer. Silas was 
cleared of murder charges after a key 
witness changed his testimony 


And in 1969, Silas shot and killed a for- 


mer employe of George's and ex-convict 
who Silas said tried to kill him at his 
Elgin estate. 
George's thus far-unsolved murder 


ended a feud with Silas which made 
headlines for more than a decade.

At a recent League of Women Voters 


meeting, part of an Elementary School 
Dist IB study was released. While most

"They ex- 
pect the teacher, bowever,"to get rid of 
an the bat* habits they have instilled in 
their children throughout the years." 


This la interesting since it has been 


•aid for •erne time that the quality of 
children's manners and habits have de- 
creased since their parents were young. 


DR. 8POCK often gets blamed for this. 


However, some of the real fault is that 
having your own children tends to cloud 
one's memory of the past, considering 
the stories I have heard of the childhoods 
of "good" people. 


However, what is really amazing, is 


the teacher would claim there is a dis- 
ciplinary problem in Dist 15. Compared 
to some schools in Chicago ghettos, Dist. 
15 schools are model institutions. 


A former ghrttft school instructor of 


my acquaintance once told me of his 20- 
minute career in * West side grade 
school in Chicago. To get a draft defer- 
ment, one has to teach in a ghetto school, 
so he took the job. 


He reported to work at 8:30 a.m. and 


walked into the class. A large student in 
the back of the room walked up and put 
a gun to Ms head for five minutes and 
then ant down, 


This teacher wafted out and was on his 


way home by 8:50 a.m. 


THERE HAVE been other tales of 


teachers getting beaten up, cars de- 
stroyed, and generally being unable to 
control unruly mobs of students whd 
have no respect 


To get teachers, the Chicago Board of 


Education is now starting teachers off at 
$1,300 a year. 


Teachers in conservative Dist 15 have 


a lot lew to worry about. Then have 
been no reports of mass disobedience in 
any school in Dist 15. 


There an, no doubt, children who mis- 


behave, just as men were when today's 
parents were young. Then will always 
be children who an problems. 


But teaching in Dist 15 must be heav- 


en on earth compared to some ghetto 
schools in Chicago. And I'm sure any 
really dedicated teacher would prefer to 
get Dist 15 conditions instead of ghetto 
conditions. 


There' has been some talk mat the 


quality of teachers in our schools has 
gone down too. The teacher shortage 
ended a few years ago and the poorer 
ones are collecting unemployment now. 


Perhaps the quality of teacher hasn't 


changed since the 1930s, just as the qual- 
ity of student hasn't. 


Do you suppose people just like to com- 


plain more today than they did in the 
1930s?

HAVE YOU ever wondered what the 


school nurse does when a teacher ap- 
proaches her with a problem such as a 
child not having any gym shoes and say- 
ing his family can't afford them or a 
teacher having a child absent with ear 
aches or tooth acnes so often the other 
kids in the class can't even remember 
UB last name: Many times the teacher 
will ask the school nurse to find out what 
is wrong and see what can be done about 
it so the child can be back in school. 


The school nurse wifl then make a 


home visit to evaluate the situation more 
carefully and if she finds the family with 
multiple problems, not least of which 
is financial, she discusses it with her su- 
pervisor. If an emergency exists where- 
by the student needs a visit to the doctor 
and antibiotic drugs to dear up an in- 
fection, the Diat 15 Health Fund can be 
used to pay for the doctor's visit and the 


drugs which the child needs to get well 
and come back to school. 


The Dist 15 Health Fund is sponsored 


by Mrs. Martha Loss, Director of Health 
Services and Arnold DeGuisne, Director 
of Psychological Services and Special 
Education.

French Canadian teen-agers are a lot 


lute American teen-agers, only they 
•peak French. 


This was the basic observation made 


by several Sacred Heart of Mary High 


School students who have just returned 
from a school-sponsored trip to Quebec. 


Young people they met in French Can- 


ada were quite a bit like Americans. 
They had similar interests and they even 
dressed alike. 


Sally McGifl, a student from Arlington 


Heights, said the French Canadian girls 
they met particularly liked American 
music. The jukebox at a ski lodge the 
girls stayed at was full of American 
songs. Only a few were in French. 


Kathy O'Leary, another student from 


Arlington Heights, said you couldn't tell 
the girls apart by the way they dressed. 
Everyone dressed mod. 


RECENTLY, about 41 girls from Sa- 


cred Heart took a trip to Quebec. The 
purpose was to learn to speak French 
better and to learn about the French Ca- 
nadian culture. They also got a chance to 
team to ski. 
Sister Theresa, a language teacher at 


Sacred Heart, was the moderator of the 
trip. The trip was arranged through Tri- 
State Tours of Galena and lasted 9V4 
days. 


As part of the trip, the girls stayed 


at a lodge that caters especially to young 
people. They spent about five days in the 
city of Quebec and saw the Quebec Par- 
liament. 


On the tour, the girls met an Indian 


chief who told them of the Indian's his- 
tory in Quebec. In the Parliament build- 
ing, Canadian government was explained 
to the girls. 


They also got to see Mount Morenci 


Falls, which is 120 feet higher than Niag- 
ara Falls, and they visited a fishing vil-

Indoor Tennis Site May Be Moved 


The location of a proposed indoor rac- 


quet club will be moved from Prospect 
Heights to a site south of Mount Prospect 
if an agreement is not reached today be- 
tween the club's developers and the Riv- 
er Trails Park District board. 


The developers, 
the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, signed a tentative 
contract 
with 
fT»nnjy Inc. several 


months ago to buy 3.3 acres in Prospect 
Heights for the racquet dub. The 3.3 
acres is a portion of the 19-acre Rob Roy 
Driving Range on Euclid Avenue. 


Harry Young, an attorney and member 


of the partnership, said the contract with 
Kenroy will not become final unless an 
agreement is reached first with the Riv- 
er Trails park commissioners. This 
agreement Involves a payment to the 
park district by the partnership for hook- 
ing the club's facilities into park district 
water and sewer lines. Young said the 
payment also may be used by the district 
for traffic control purposes along Euclid 
Avenue. 


"If an agreement is not reached today 


with the park district, we have no other 
alternative but to drop our plans to con- 
struct a club on the Rob Roy Driving 
Range," said Young. 


A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed club is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Linneman roads, 
south of Mount Prospect. Last week a 
hearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezone the land 
so the club could be built. The zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of the racquet club be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 
ule. We would like to open the club Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility with six courts, 
a sauna, both whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, a lounge, locker rooms 
and a pro shop. 


Young began negotiating with the park 


board at the end of last year. He ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3.3 acres 
considered for the racquet club. 


The park district made Its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of bearings be- 
fore tiie Village of Mount Prospect. The 
hearings were held to review Kenroy's 
request to have the land annexed to the 
village and reconed for a $27 million 
planned development 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


niod Kenroy's request after reviewing 
objections from'residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
rick Link. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preserve open land in the community. 
Voters backed their proposal in Decem- 
ber by authorising the sale of $790,000 in 
fctirii for tba probate. 


Less than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


The park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis club site from 
the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests were presented to Young during 
an executive session of the park board 
one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are willing to 


pay for what we feel is our fair share, 
but not all ot it" 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober Bjor- 
vik, Wednesday and he made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took his suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday he has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today. 


"If their financial request is not in the 


range set by my partners, we will have 
to drop our plans for the Rob Roy site," 
said Young.

A local educator has filed as a candi- 


date for the Palatine Park Board. 


Robert Dellamaria, principal of Jane 


Addams School, will enter the race for 
the one open seat on the park board 
which is being vacated by Norman 
Gaare.

The food, Miss 
O'Leary said, needed a few more shakes 
of salt 


For a snack at night, the girls were 


served a hunk of bread covered with 
frosting. 


In conversing with the girls at the 


lodge, they discovered that the school 
system was a bit different While Ameri- 
cans go eight years to elementary school, 
four to nigh school and four to college, 
French Canadians go eight years to 
primary school, five to secondary school 
and three to college. 


Because of the use of two languages in 


Quebec, the road signs were in two lan- 
guages, the girls noted. French was list- 
ed first. A few road signs wen the Eu- 
ropean signs where pictures tell the story 
rather than words. 


NEARLY ALL THE radio stations 


were French, the girls noted. The only 
English station the girls could pick up 
was from Rochester, N. Y. 


Sister Theresa said the girls lived in 


isolation to a certain extent at the lodge. 
Once they were snowed in. 


Snowmobiles were noted by the girls as 


a major form a winter transportation in 
Quebec. When there is a heavy snow, 
about the only way one can get around is 
on a snowmobile. 


Snowmobiles have also cut down the 


winter death rate in Quebec. When a mo- 
torist gets stranded in the snow, the TV 
stations send out an alert and people 
with snowmobiles come to rescue in a 
matter of minutes. 


The girls felt they left an impression 


on the Quebec young people while they 
were there. 


Sister Theresa commented that the 


girls were a hit the minute they arrived. 
Several schools contacted them to meet 
with students from their school. 


Afterward, many Quebec people said 


they were impressed with the girls be- 
cause they were very willing to share 
their culture, were not too sophisticated 
and were very friendly. 


Sister Theresa said the girls want to go 


to Quebec again next year. 


"There an still more things for us to 


see, more people for us to meet and 
more slopes for us to ski," she said.

Harry Young, an attorney and member 


of the partnership, said the contract with 
Kenroy will not become final unless an 
agreement is reached first with the Riv- 
er Trails park commissioners. This 
agreement Involves a payment to the 
park district by the partnership for hook- 
ing the club's facilities into park district 
water and sewer lines. Young said the 
payment also may be used by the district 
for traffic control purposes along Euclid 
Avenue. 


"If an agreement is not reached today 


with the park district, we have no other 
alternative but to drop our plans to con- 
struct a club on the Rob Roy Driving 
Range," said Young. 


A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed club is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Linneman roads, 
south of Mount Prospect. Last week a 
bearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezone the land 


so the club could be built. The zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of the racquet club be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 
ule. We would like to open the club Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility with six courts, 
a sauna, both whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, a lounge, locker rooms

board at the end of last year. He ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3.3 acres 
considered for the racquet club. 


The park district made Its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of hearings be- 
fore the Village of Mount Prospect. The 
hearings were held to review Kenroy's 
request to have the land annexed to the 
village and rezoned for a $27 million 
planned development. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


nied Kenroy's request after' reviewing 
objections from residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
rick Link. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preserve open land in the community. 
Voters backed their proposal in Decem- 
ber by authorizing the sale of $750,000 in 
bonds for the purchase. 


Less than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


Hie park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis club site from 
the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests were presented to Young during 


an executive session of the park board 


one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are willing to 
phy for what we feel is our fair share, 
but not all of it." 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober Bjor- 
vik, Wednesday and he made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took his suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday he has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today.

For Swan Lake 


A proposal for a 644-apartment devel- 


opment north of St. Alphoosus Catholic 
Church and School win be considered for 
rexoning tonight by Wheeling's Village 
Board. 


The development, Swan Lake, was 


strongly opposed by Prospect Heights 
residents and homeowners organizations 
at public zoning bearings in September. 


The village zoning board of appeals 


had gone along with the citizens objec- 
tions and recommended denial of the re- 
zoning by a 3 to I vote. 


But last week the village board had its 


attorney prepare a mooing ordinance 
for the property rather than denying the 
rezoning reojneat 


At tonight's meeting the board may 


vote either way on the rezoning ordi- 
nance for the property. 


The proposed 40-acre development in- 


cludes a proposed school-park site. Al- 
though the developer, Earl McLennan, 
has offered a donation of $20 per unit to 
School Dist. M, the district has not relin- 
quished its interest in the site, school of- 
ficials said yesterday. 


The property was recently annexed to 


the village. It is automatically zoned for 
single family homes upon annexation. 


The rezoning would change to planned 


development zoning if the rezoning ordi- 
nance were passed tonight.

A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed club is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Unneman roads, 
south of-Mount Prospect. Last week a 
hearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezone the land 
so the club could be built The zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of the racquet club be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 
ule. We would like to open the club Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility with six courts, 
a sauna, both' whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, « lounge, locker rooms 
and a pro shop. 


Young began negotiating with the park 


board at the end of last year. Re ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3.3 acres 
considered for the racquet club. 


The park district made its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of bearings be- 
fore the Village of Mount Prospect The 
hearing* were held to review Kenroy's 
request to nave the land annexed to the 
village and rezoned for a $27 million 
planned development. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


nied Kenroy's request after reviewing 
objections from residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
rick Link. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preserve open land in the community. 
Voters backed their proposal in Decem- 
ber by authorizing the sale of $750,000 in 
bonds for the purchase. 


Lest than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


The .park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis club site from 
the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests werj presented to Young during 
an executive session of the park board 
one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are willing to 
pay for what we feel is our fair share, 
. but not all of it." 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober BJor- 
vik, Wednesday and be made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took his suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday he has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today.

"That would offend me tremendously,"

ting a well site and overhead tower on 
the Tahoe property. 


Village engineer Thomas Moody had 


urged village officials to be on the look- 
out for a well site in that area. 


Douglas-Cargill told the other commis- 


sioners that the village "will be in very 
dire straits in this area" if a new well is 
not built. 


In addition to the Tahoe development, 


two other planned developments, James- 
town Circle on the Lake and Mallard 
Lake, are scheduled to be built in the 
area.

Samuel Skinner, U.S. attorney, also 


said none of the 18 weapons found in 
Jayne's home and barn could be identi- 
fied as the murder weapon. 


Federal agents based their charge 


against LaPlaca on the three handguns 
found by Palatine police, not the 18 guns 
at Silas' home. He is subject to si* years 
in prison. Silas, who possessed more 
weapons, could be sentenced up to 36 
years in prison if convicted. It is a feder- 
al offense for a convicted felon to possess 
guns. 


BOTH SILAS and LaPlaca posted bond 


upon arrest which restricted their travel 
to northern Illinois. Friday, Commission- 
er Balog granted a request to allow La- 
Placa and Jayne to travel freely in the 
continental United States, providing they 
submit a detailed itinerary of their travel 
to the U.S. attorney before leaving Illi- 
nois. 


Jayne said he needed the leniency for 


business reasons. He sells and buys hunt- 
er and jumper horses throughout the 
country. 


George Jayne, also a prominent horse- 


man who was known throughout the U.S. 
and Canada, once accused Silas of con- 
spiring to murder him when he

escaped death in a UK car bombing in 
Palatine. 


The bomb exploded and killed Miss 


Cherie Rude who started the car, instead 
of George, her employer. Silas was 
cleared of murder charges after a key 
witness changed his testimony 


And fc Uto, Silas snot and killed a for- 


mer employe of George's and ex-convict 
who SOas said tried to kill him at his 
Elgin estate. 


George's thus far-unsolved murder 


ended a feud with Silas which made 
headlines for more than a decade.

The Mount Proepect Rotary Club win 


finance apart of the cost of training 27 
local high school students, young adults, 
and adults to staff a drug rescue center 
and "hotline" in Mount Prospect. 


Rotarians will contribute $1,500 to the 


project, which was launched two weeks 
ago as part of the Mount Prospect Com- 
munity Action Plan (CAP) on the prob- 
lems of drug use and abuse in the vil- 
lage. 


Total cost of the training is 13,600, ac- 


cording to Dr. Robert Wilford, executive 
director of the postgraduate center at 
Forest Hospital in Des Plaines and a 
CAP consultant. 


CAP was formerly known as the May- 


or's Plan for Action, a program Mayor 
Robert Tekbert launched last spring. 
The drug rescue center with a telephone 
"hotline" is one of 10 action programs 
designed by the community to cope with 
the problems of drug use and abuse. 


WILFORD AND a staff of seven physi- 


cians and social workers conduct classes 
on rescue center organization and oper- 
ation; education on human behavior, 
drugs Aid drug usage; behavior manage- 
ment; and personal and emotional under- 
standing. Wilford said the trainees meet 
from two to three times a week in a 
classroom at Forest Hospital, Rand and 
River roads, Des Plaines. 


Although the Rotary Club will contrib- 


ute $1,500 to the project, Wilford said the 
rest of the money will have to be contrib- 
uted by individuals and service organiza- 
tions in the community, or raised 
through CAP sponsored projects. 


Wilford said the training session will 


end March 1, and the staff wffl be ready 
to begin work hi the drug rescue center 
"However, we still haven't found a place 
to accommodate the rescue center. Hope- 
fully by March 1, we'll have a place, be- 
cause it's important to translate training 
into action before people forget it," Wil- 
ford said. 


LARRY MCNALLY, a member of the 


CAP committee, is currently seeking ac- 
commodations for the rescue center but 
money is the main problem, Wilford 
said. 


"I think some people may get uptight 


over the idea of having a drug rescue 
center in the community, but then what's 
the alternative? We can't continu deny- 
ing there's a very real social problem 
and a need to cope with the problem. The 
center now needs the emotional and fi- 
nancial support of the community," Wil- 
ford said.

Maintenance Aid Offered 


A somewhat startled Board of of Local 


Improvements (BOLD Thursday night 
beard a group of Arlingdate Subdi- 
vision residents offer to pick up the tab 
for maintenance of their streets — an 
expense now shared by all taxpayers tat 
Arlington Heights. 


The offer was voiced by Francis E. 


WestfaQ, 620 N. Chicago Ave., who along 
with about 50 other taxpayers had come 
to protest a proposed $336,023 street im- 
provement project for their subdivision, 
northwest of the intersection of Wilke 
Road and Euclid Avenue. 


WestfaU received vocal support from 


some of the residents, though others in- 
dicated they doubted the proposal would 
gain 100 per cent acceptance. 


SOU members had explained that 


maintenance of asphalt streets costs 
about six tunes as much as that on 
paved streets and the cost is spread to 
all taxpayers in the village. 


When improvements are initiated by 


BOLI, the cost is paid only by property 
owners directly affected, less the 
•mount determined to be of benefit to 
the public. 


BOLI CHAIRMAN HAROLD Klingner 


advised the homeowners to explore the 
possibility of paying the maintenance 
costs and to confer with members of the 
village board, which sets improvement 
policies carried out by BOLI. 


During the two-hour informal hearing, 


the board alto suggested that the subdi- 


vision residents petition the village to va- 
cate a segment of Harvard Street be- 
tween Wilke Road and Chicago Avenue. 


David Berger, 648 N. Chicago Ave., 


presented the board with a diagram 
showing how Arlington Park race pa- 
trons use the street to short cut through 
the subdivision, following race meets. He 
said be bad counted as many as 100 cars 
an hour coming down the street from the 
track. 


There are only four lots on that seg- 


ment of the street. If the street were va- 
cated, the land would revert to the prop- 
erty owners and the street could be 
sealed at Wilke Road. 


No action was taken on the proposal 


for new streets and storm sewers for the 
subdivision and no formal hearing date 
was set. Fifteen residents presented ob- 
jections to the proposal.

A man who said he has been looking 


for a convent since 1966 has finally found 
one in Rolling Meadows. 


Thomas Jauch, director of the-North- 


west Human Resources Development 
Center, moved into his headquarters at 
the Sacred Heart of Mary convent on 
Central Road about a year ago. 


"The nuns didn't leave," but they 


moved their rooms to the second floor of 
the concrete structure, and Jauch says 
"it is one big happy family." 


The Northwest Human Resources De-

"People come here who have problems," 
Jauch said. He counsels youth, and 
adults in everything from simple ner- 
vousness to psychological difficulty.

But 
Jauch made ft clear that the third floor 
isn't going to be "one of those drop in 
centers. It will become an outpost for lo- 
cal agencies." 


The third floor of the convent that for- 


merly housed rooms for nuns will be oc- 
cupied by temporarily homeless kids, 
when Jauch's plan goes into effect. The 
kids will have their own bed, and bath- 
room facilities in each room. They will 
be under the supervision of an adult 24- 
hours a day, Jauch said. 


"There is a need for a facility of this 


type." Jauch sa'd that now most of the 
kids who have no place to go are housed 
in the Audi Home in Chicago. "They 
meet hardened criminals there," he said 


Jauch has some other plans for the 


convent. "I am also planning a day care 
center for the summer," he said. He 
plans tutoring and recreational facilities 
for area youth. Parents can observe the 
progress of their child from an area in 
the building. "Maybe some of them will 
find that then: child can interact." 


THE MASSIVE concrete structure that 


was almost mysteriously quiet only a few 
years ago, will become something much 
different, if Jauch's plan becomes a real- 
ity Most of the nuns have now moved 
into the community, Jauch said, and only 
twelve still live on the second floor of the 
convent. 


The success of the projects will depend 


on the nuns, he said. They will give a lot 
of their time to help youth. They won't 
be paid, but they will become a part "be- 
cause they want to help." 


If you go to the locked door of the 


Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center and push the bell outside 
a nun may come to the door. You'll nev- 
er know the woman is a nun, because she 
is not dressed in the traditional smock. 
Only by the low voice and quiet manner, 
might you guess that she was one of the 
residents of the second floor of the con- 
vent. 


1 And all that may be changed soon, if 
the low voices are to be beard over the 
shouting of youth who will become resi- 
dents of the solemn gray building on 
Central Road.

Sanitary District, according to a state of- 
ficial. 


In another development, Sexton last 


week agreed to stop cutting down trees 
and end construction of a road that 
would have connected the site, located on 
the river1* west bank, to Central Road, 
about one half mile to the south. 


The road building, which started about 


a week and a half ago, brought com- 
plaints from nuns of the Carmelite Mon- 
astery, at the northeast corner of River 
Road and Central. 


According to Mother Agnes, prioress at 


the monastery, Sexton's road construc- 
tion resulted in the destruction of many 
trees and contributed to a loss of privacy 
at the monastery. 


The north-south road was being built 


behind the monastery on a strip of land 
owned by Sexton between the monastery 
and the river's west bank. 


JOHN C. Guiliou, chief engineer of the 


Illinois Division of Waterways, last week 
said nut agency is checking the engineer- 
ing plans submitted by Sexton's con- 
sultant, George Reiter and Assoc. of Jo- 
liet. 


"What they have proposed, they say, 


will not change the flood waters at an for 
conditions ranging up to a flood of 25- 
year frequency," Guiliou said. "I've got 
to have my own calculations on that but 
their engineer feels that what they pro- 
pose to do will not change the flood lev- 
els at all." 


According to the plans, Guiliou said, 


the 40-acre site formerly stored only a 
"small volume of flood water and did not 
contribute to flood control on the Des 
Plaines River." 


Sexton's operation, which includes a 


culvert bridge in the river connecting the 


40-acre site to its large landfill on the 
east bank, has been the subject of a four- 
month controversy. 


GuiUou and a circuit court judge have 


ordered the bridge removed by March 1 
and Sexton officials said this week that 
the bridge will be out before the dead- 
line. Judge Daniel CoveUi's ruling, which 
backed up a previous order by Guiliou, 
came as a result of a suit against Sexton 
by Illinois Atty. General William Scott. 


SEXTON ALSO agreed last week, ac- 


cording to Guiliou, that it will allow a 200 
to 290-foot band of trees to be maintained 
along its property on the river's west 
bank. The company agreed not to make 
any changes in the elevation of the river 
bank within about 25 feet from the edge 
of the river, Guiliou said. 


Sexton's decision to halt the road con- 


struction behind the Carmelite Monaste- 
ry came after Mother Agnes wrote to 


Guiliou complaining of the company's ac- 
tions. 


"We told him that we strongly object 


to any permit being granted either 
for clearing the riverbank or the opening 
of the road, which would destroy the 
privacy of our property and the beauty 
of our surroundings," said Mother 
Agnes. 


Construction of the road would "inter- 


fere with the proper drainage of our 
grounds to the river, a matter very im- 
portant to us for health and environmen- 
tal reasons," she said. 


Mother Agnes said she also complained 


to GuiHou about Sexton's landfill oper- 
ation on the river's east bank. She said 
the company has leveled the trees and 
built up the banks there, causing the 
Carmelite grounds to be flooded last year 
for the first time since 1962 when drain 
tiles were installed. 


Proposed School 


Enrollment Told 


If a new Dist 59 junior high school is 


built on land now owned by the St. Za- 
chary Catholic Church in Des Plaines it 
would accommodate between 700 and 800 
students — most of them from Des 
Plaines. 


According to Judy Zanca, Dist. 59 


board member, all children from Devon- 
shire and Einstein Schools, both located 
in Des Plaines, would probably attend 
the new junior high. 


The church council of St. Zachary, 


voted last Wednesday to sell a four-acre 
tract of land near the church to Dist. 59. 


The district offered $90,000 for the 4.3 


acre site but the sale has not yet been 
finalized by the diocesan chancery office. 


The new junior high would not be built 


until a Dist. 59 referendum is passed. 
"No date has been set for the referen- 
dum," Mrs. Zanca said, "but it would 
probably be hi April. If it passes," she 
continued, "the school would probably be 
built by the fall of 1972." 


Behrel Denies 10% Hike Story 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 


angrily denied last Friday a report in the 
Herald that police patrolmen bad been 
altered 10 per cent raises by the city. 


"Des Plaines city officials have made 


no offer of a money raise. There's been 
no offer by city vfficialt, no offer at all," 
said the mayor. 


The Herald learned of the offer last 


Thursday and said that members of the 
Cook County Police Assn. (CCPA) would 
probably not accept it. Before the report- 
ed offer last week, the city council bad 


voted an eight per cent celling on 1971 
raises. 


The offer reportedly was good for only 


a short time, with city officials saying 
that it would be withdrawn if, as ex- 
pected, the deadlocked salary negotia- 
tions between the city and three employe 
unions are forced into mediation. 


Officials of the CCPA and the Des 


Plaines Professional Firemen's Assn. 
both refused to comment last week on 
the reported 10 per cent offer. The head 
of the union that represents public works 
employes said bis group received no such 
offer.

Mrs. Zanca, who is the only school 


board member from Des Plaines, district 
showed there will be 900 more junior 
high school age children within the next 
three years. 


THE NEW JUNIOR high would accom- 


modate between 700 and 800 pupils. 


According to Mrs. Zanca the enroll- 


ment at Dempster Junior High is now 
1,100 pupils and 3/4 of them are from 
Des Plaines.

The number of Des Plaines students in 


other Dist. 59 schools include: Devon- 
shire — 578 pupils; Einstein — 544 pu- 
pils; High Ridge Knolls — 398 pupils and 
Brentwood — 479 pupils.

Tennis Site May Be Moved

The location of a proposed indoor rac- 


quet club will be moved from Prospect 
Heights to a site south" of Mount Prospect 
if an agreement is not reached today be- 
tween the club's developers and the Riv- 
er Trails Park District board. 


The developers, 
the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, signed a tentative 
contract with Kenroy Inc. several 
months ago to buy 3 3 acres in Prospect 
Heights for the racquet club. The 33 
acres is a portion of the 19-acre Rob Roy 
Driving Range on Euclid Avenue. 


Harry Young, an attorney and member 


of the partnership, said the contract with 
Kenroy will not become final unless an 
agreement is reached first with the Riv- 
er Trails park commissioners. This 
agreement Involves a payment to the 
park district by the partnership for hook- 
ing the club's facilities into park district 
water and sewer lines. Young said the 
payment also may be used by the district 
for traffic control purposes along Euclid 
Avenue. 


"If an agreement is not reached today 


with the park district, we have no other 
alternative but to drop our plans to con- 
struct a club on the Rob Roy Driving 
Range," said Young. 


A SECOND SITE the partnership is 


considering for the proposed club is lo- 
cated at Algonquin and Linneman roads, 
south of Mount Prospect. Last week a 
hearing was held by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals to review the 
partnership's request to rezone the land 
so the club could be built The zoning 
board will make a recommendation at a 
later date. The final decision on the re- 
zoning request will be made by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 


Young said the partnership is anxious 


to settle the site of the racquet dub be- 
cause of a "pressing construction sched- 


ule. We would like to open the club Octo- 
ber, 1971." The building plans call for 
construction of a facility with six courts, 
a sauna, both whirlpool bath, exercise 
and sun rooms, a lounge, locker rooms 
and a pro shop. 


Young began negotiating with the park 


board at the end of last year. He ap- 
proached the board after he learned that 
the park district planned to purchase the 
entire 19 acres, including the 3.3 acres 
considered for the racquet club. 


The park district made its first offer to 


Kenroy Inc. to purchase the driving 
range following a series of hearings be- 
fore the Village of Mount Prospect. The 
hearings were held to review Kenroy's 
request to have the land annexed to the 
village and rezoned for a $27 million 
planned development 


The Mount Prospect Village Board de- 


nied Kenroy's request after reviewing 
objections from residents living near the 
range, including park commissioner Pat- 
rick Link. 


THE PARK COMMISSIONERS said 


they wanted to buy the driving range 
to preserve open land in the community. 
Voters backed their proposal in Decem- 
ber by authorizing the sale of $750,000 in 
bonds for the purchase. 


Less than two weeks ago the park com- 


missioners notified Kenroy that they 
would proceed with a condemnation suit 
10 days after the company received the 
district's second purchase offer. The of- 
fer was made at the same time. 


The park district does not plan to ex- 


clude the proposed tennis club site from 
the condemnation suit unless the partner- 
ship agrees to its requests. These 
requests were presented to Young during 
an executive session of the park board 
one week ago. 


According to Young, "the park district 


is trying to recapture all or part of the 
cost of their water and sewer lines, 
which is about $25,000. We are wining to 
pay for what we feel is our fair share, 
but not all of it." 


"My partners refused to accept the 


park district's first request. I talked to 
the park district attorney, Rober Bjor- 
vik, Wednesday and he made an alter- 
nate suggestion. I took his suggestion 
back to my people and they set a range 
within which we will pay." 


However, Young said Friday be has 


been unable to reach Bjorvik again since 
Wednesday. He planned to contact Bjor- 
vik either last night or today.

Maybe we won't see this 
in the Nixon administration, but it's com- 
ing. 


When President Nixon took office, he 


began withdrawing U.S. troops from 
Vietnami Concurrent with this, there has 
been a steady abatement of the fighting. 


Surely that point is not lost on the Pen- 


tagon. Even now the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
must be considering the withdrawal of 
American troops from Europe in the in- 
terest of national security.

Other frauds are perpetrated by sales- 


men who don't really represent any com- 
pany, and home renovators who don't in- 
tend to really renovate your home. 


Surprisingly, suburbanites nationwide 


lose a great deal of money in consumer 
frauds — more than slum dwellers. Sub- 
urbanites have more money to lose, ac- 
cording to national fraud statistics. 


"It isn't that suburbanites are less in- 


telligent, but they feel that since they are 
honest, other people are too," according 
to Frank Wagner Jr., who heads the 
Niles consumer fraud office. 


WAGNER, AISO A village clerk, said 


he has worked on about 80 cases since 
the office opened in July. And he said 
having a local village office means com- 
plaints can be acted on quicker, and 
even the smallest complaints, about loses 
of $5 or $10, can be pressed. 


Joseph Greco, who heads tbe office hi 


Schaumburg, said his office is able to 
resolve about 90 per cent of tbe com- 


plaints without having to resort to legal 
action. 


The Elk Grove Village office was 


opened last summer, and is now headed 
by Paul Rettberg, of 184 Shadywood Ln., 
Elk Grove Village.

George W. Dunne budgeted $20,000 
less than the $75,000 Boyle originally re- 
quested. Before the budget was formally 
presented last week, Boyle reportedly 
asked Dunne to provide at least $60,000. 


BUDGET OFFICIALS said Dunne 


raised the amount from last year's budg- 
et by $5,000 as a compromise to Boyle's 
request. 


But during the committee session, 


Boyle said he still wanted $60,000 for 
each district because of rising costs sub- 
urban communities must pay hi provid- 
ing courtroom space. 


"We're beginning to wear out our wel- 


come," commented Boyle. He noted the 
suburbs have amplified the importance 
of court activities in the outlying areas. 


IN RESPONSE TO an apparent lack of 


enthusiasm over the proposal from Com- 


mittee Chairman Jerome Huppert, Boyle 
remarked, "I know you're reluctant to 
pay out money to the suburban areas." 


Huppert said more than once that the 


practice of holding court in outlying 
areas was a "nice service" for the sub- 
urbs. However, he expressed alarm that 
63.4 per cent of the county's proposed 
corporate budget was devoted to the 
courts and law enforcement. 


Boyle suggested asking suburbs to pro- 


vide courtroom space at then- own ex- 
pense was tantamount to requiring the 
City of Chicago to build the county courts 
building. 


"Legally, this is an obligation of the 


county," he said. 


Following the session, Boyle noted the 


funds for reimbursement were not the 
only money suburban communities re- 
ceived. He said that last year $3.5 million 
went to suburbs in the five districts un- 
der an agreement whereby the county 
only collects court costs and fines are 
distributed to communities. 


BOYLE WAS AMONG a number of of- 


ficials representing 10 county officials 
who brought their budget requests before 
the committee. All but one requested in- 
creases over last year's appropriations. 


Not joining the chorus for more money 


was the Board of Election Commission- 
ers, which, because of no elections this 
year, submitted a request for $363,492 
less than its appropriation hist year.

"One new idea in the area of mobile 


homes which came up recently is a pro- 
posal to use these units in the inner city. 
A sponsor would acquire a number of va- 
cant lots, perhaps now covered with 
weeds and rubble. The entrepreneur then 
would buy mobile homes for these tots on 
a wholesale basis, improve the parcels, 
and install homes on them. 


"The units could be rented to low-in- 


come residents as temporary housing 
lasting for about 10 years. At that point, 
the homes could be phased out, and the 
cycle of flexible land use and types of 
building started all over again," he said. 


"Another door, not yet fully opened, is 


in the area of rehabilitation. . .Houses 
can be rebuilt. By replacing decayed sec- 
tions, by installing modern bathrooms 
and kitchens, by repainting and renovat- 
ing, we can provide virtually new homes 
in the inner city area where the jobs are, 
said Brown. "One Realtor in Young- 
stown, Ohio, for example, has rebuilt 
more than 600 homes, meantime inspir- 
ing neighbors to fix up their own." 


"Key efforts this year will include en- 


c o u r a g i n g rehabilitation, the devel- 
opment of production techniques and pol- 
icies for reducing costs, and the promo- 
tion of family education toward con- 
servation of existing units," he said. 
Brown said NAREB expects about 2.25 
million existing homes to change own- 
ership this year.

Clearbrook Center is an educational fa- 


cility for handicapped children in Elk 
Grove, Wheeling, Schaumburg, Maine 
and Palatine townships. 


The workshop and vocational training 


program is one phase of the school which 
deals with handicapped persons over 16 


years of age, preparing them for job 
placement in the community. 


The additional facility will allow for 


expansion of the workshop and provide 
additional classroom space hi the old fa- 
cility, William J. McAllister, director of 
development, said. 


He said a site in the industrial park 


was chosen so that workers could "move 
out of an educational setting right into 
the heart of the industrial environment." 


He added, "We feel there are a lot of 


companies here that might be able to use 
our services." 


THE WORKSHOP handles subcontract 


work to the areas of assembly and pack- 
aging for about 20 to 25 companies dur- 


ing a six-month period. Much of the work 
is repeat and referral business, accord- 
ing to MacAlHster. 


"We feel we can become an important 


member of this business community in 
Elk Grove Village. We have a large la- 
bor force we can put on the job on short 
notice," he said. 


The new facilities will provide more 


work space for the 65 persons in the 
workshop and allow 15 who have been on 
the waiting list to be admitted almost 
immediately, he said. 


The building capacity of about 150 is 


expected to be reached by 1975. 


The 17,500 square foot building has 


11,000 square feet of workshop space 


compared to 3,600 in the old building,

One of his first big customers was 
Greyhound Bus Co., for whom he built 
the old reed-type seats that have long 
since disappeared. 


Buker's firm, headed now by his son 


Edward Jr., took the name of Coach and 


Car Equipment Corp. shortly after it was 
started. 


One of the things that the company is 


proud of is the fact that although the en- 
tire plant was destroyed by fire in 
January of 1948, it was back in produc- 
tion again by April of the same year. The 
firm was then in Bridgeport on Quinn 
Street in Chicago. 


Today the firm is in Centex Industrial 


Park in Elk Grove Village at '951 Arthur 
Ave. and is completing its fourth year of 
operation in that location. The original 
number of employes — six — has ex- 
panded to 175, one of whom was one of 
the first six. He is Nick Tallirico, now 
employed as a sample maker.

In order to make traveling easier for 


the employes, the company has rather 
unusual working hours. The workday be- 
gins at 6:30 a.m. and ends at 3 p.m. 


Edward Buker Jr., president of the 


firm since his father's death in 1948, is a 
railroad buff and one of his prized pos- 
sessions is a railway car seat which was 
in use in the 1870's. 


Buker is also an avid model railroad 


builder. One of the gondola-type cars 
used on the larger types of model rail- 
ways sits in a prominent place in the 


outer office of the firm. It measures al- 
most three feet in length and has every 
piece of equipment that a full size car 
has. 


"This seat," Buker said, referring to 


the 1870 model, "was in a train that av- 
eraged somewhere between 20 and 25 
miles per hour. The Northeast Corridor 


train for which we have furnished seats 
will travel in three hours the distance 
which those trains took a full 24 hours to 
cover." 


Buker also said that the Northeast Cor- 


ridor train would cost $21.6 million. "In 
1870 you could build a whole railroad for 
that amount." 


Cub's Kessinger To Speak 


Aircraft Smoke Being Reduced? 


There has been a considerable reduc- 


tion in the amount of smoke emitted by 
jet aircraft in the last year, according to 
the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA). 


The reduction in smoke emissions has 


been credited to the success of a pro- 
gram undertaken by the airline industry 
in January, 1970, the FAA said. 


In addition to the action being taken by 


the airlines and engine manufacturers, 
the FAA said it is moving toward adop- 
tion of a rule to establish standards for 
the control of aircraft engine emissions. 
Such standards would apply to most air- 
craft. 


The FAA said the program to reduce 


emissions began after years of research 
and development perfected i n 19M a 
"burner can" capable of increasing the 
efficiency of the combustion within a tur- 
bo-jet engine. 


After meetings with several govern- 


ment agencies, including the FAA, the 
airline companies agreed to begin in- 
stalling the can during normal overhaul 
oftheairc'-Mt. 


New burner cans are being put on 


Boeing 727's, 737's and Douglas DC-9 air- 
liners. Each engine requires nine such 
cans. When the program is completed 
they wffl have ben tautened on 


3,500 aircraft engines. 


THE COST OF the program to the air- 


lines will be between $15 and $20 million, 


the FAA said.

"Aircraft are a very small contributor 


on a percentage basis to our total air 
pollution problem," said Paul Cannom, 
area manger of the FAA. "However, we 
would like to see even this small per- 
centage reduced." 


Studies show that about one per cent of 


the total air pollution in the United 
States may be a result of aircraft engine 
emissions, Cannom said. 


"It is the position of the FAA that even 


a known minimal percentage of pollution 
should be reduced, if possible, in a man- 
ner compatible with national air com- 
merce requirements," he said, calling 
the smokeless engine a significant step. 


Cannom said the FAA has also spon- 


sored studies hi the environmental field 
which have produced significant results. 


Rutgers University hi New Jersey in- 


vestigated the environmental aspects of 
establishing an urban air transportation 
system and found that commuter travel 
on a 50-passenger short take-off and 
landing aircraft would generate about 
four grams per passenger mile of pollu- 
tants. 


Today's automobiles result in 50 grams 


per passenger mile of pollutants, Can- 
nom said.

er have trouble with these utensils. Clean 
thoroughly with soap (never detergent), 
rinse an dry thoroughly. Then grease 
generously with unsalted fat and put in a 
200Ktegree oven for several hours. Then 
wash with soap and water again, dry 
thoroughly and they're ready for use. 
Never let an iron pan dry by itself. It's a 
good idea to occasionally grease iron 
pans slightly and let them stand so the 
grease seeps into the pores.
